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MEDICAL TEXTBOOKS AND TREATISES 


One of the interesting things about the literature of medicine is 
the rapidity with which the latest results of experimental research find 
their way into the textbooks and treatises prepared for the use of those 
teaching and practicing medicine. The number of these digests and the 
perfection of their preparation are alike extraordinary. It should be re- 
marked also that no less noticeable is the necessity for revisions and 
additions to these same publications. This method.of aiding the active 
practitioner has become an ever-expanding industry. The large publishing 
firms maintain elaborate staffs both for the production and distribution 
of these publications. Their editors secure the cooperation of specialists 
in various fields to prepare reports of their own recent experiences 
combined with those of others as described in the scattered journals. These 
may be issued as separate volumes or combined with others in the same field 


to form comprehensive treatises in one or another branch of medicine. 


The literature just mentioned naturally becomes obsolete in time, 
perhaps after a short period. The earlier editions of medical textbooks 
and treatises in many cases become problems to librarians and others who 
maintain working collections of medical literature. The Medical Library 
Association, as an aid to its members, conducts exchange service of sur- 
plus books and periodicals. Of the offerings of books, as exchanges, it 
has been found that as few as 11 per cent have been requested from a given 
list. Even from a carefully selected list the number chosen may not run 
over 50 per cent of those offered. Here is something to think about when 
housecleaning time comes and the plaint is heard "What are we going to do 


with our old books"?
